The small Importers and the cus- 


toms house brokers say that (hey are 
eager to know who benefits most, by 
the practice In the customs service of

They did 
not hesitate to charge that mixture 
of politics with business, in the work- 
ings of the deposit guarantee law nan 
been partly, if not mainly, respond 
ble for the suspension or one df the 
largest banks and trust companies ol 
the state. 
They feel that It is un- 


safe to allow the solvency of the great 
banking institutions of any state to 
become .a plaything of partisan poli- 
tics, and on the part of the men who 
are in politics for a living. And it is 
evident that they also feel tbat, if 
the present conditions In Oklahoma 
continue too long, other banks will 
suffer from this unpleasant combina- 
tion of greedy -politicians and the con- 
trol of the banking system.

Tho Psychology of Crowds. 


There is a justification for a preven- 


tive censorship In Ihc peculiar nature 
of the crowd. . Collective psychology, 
or tlie psychology of crowds (mainly 
investigated so fnr by French and. Ital- 
ian inquirers), is a study still in Its 
infancy. A completely siitlsfn'cto'ry/or- 
planation of the peculiarities of. the 
crowd is not yet forl hcorning. 
But 


those peculiarities arc matters of com- 
mon knowledge. 


Briefly, nscrowd Is a new .entity, dif- 


fering in mind.aiid will from the in- 
dividuals who compose It. Its intel- 
lectual pitch is lowered, its emotional 
pitch raised.' It 'takes on something 
of the characteristics.of a hypnotized 
"subject." .It. tends.-to be Irrational, 
excitable, .lacking In self control. Many 
Frenchmen uiider '"the terror." gentle 
(iuu.;huma:i-jns individuals, made up 
crowds gnijiV of horrible atrocities.
